ASSESSMENTS REDUCED- 

STATE BOARD OT TAAAT-ON OYtRRULfcS 
LOCAL OFFICIALS.

The 8 late Board of Taxation met In 
the Newark City Hail uu Thursday aud 
disposed of a number of tax appeal 
oases carried by complainant* (iota 
local officials to tb* State Board 

The Bloomfield cases were disposed 
o( by the State Board In abort order as 
they were cases wblcb tbe Board lias 
passed on lu previous year*. Tbe cases 
were those of John boiler, whose assess¬ 
ment of £4,525 on a bouse and store lu 
Orange aud Dodd Streets was leduced 
to £3,000; Jennie Baldwin, farm land In 
Harrison Street, teduced f :u r2,500 to 
12,100, and Uaivey Hawthorne, farm 
land, reduced from $l,0oo U* $700. 

Tne Hawthorne case w»Ad a new on*, 
but when tbe State BDakF^lkiJ tbe 
Baldwin assessment tbe local^poard of 
Assessors could luterpmy* ffw objection 
to Mr. UawtbiWis's agtAMuni'nl betog 
reduced to tbe fl^iuo that of 

Mr. Baldwin's. 

Tbe Bsld wJ(ku:ase Jkeseuts e-ime sing¬ 
ular featurm. ^Lbe levied 

by tbe Board of ^■ee*<^^w*s approved 
pusldfeed by tl%T • wn^Councll and 
tbe (Wuml^Liuers of Tax Appeals. It 
was tbe^ubje^lof piolonged discussion 
In the Gd^cll sud was carefully studied 
In tnWlIgbWf comparison with tbe as¬ 
sessment ofXdJolnlhg properties. Tbe 
opinion m tbeXaJorlty of the membeis 
of tbe Town O^bicll was that tbs as- 
3 essmeut was an arpiltalde one aud 
ought not to be lowered. Tbe Commis¬ 
sioners of Appeal were uuaritaioue In 
tbst opinion. The members of tbe 
State Board were of the contrary opin¬ 
ion aud cut down the aese-tement. 

Tbe reductions made by tbe State 
Board In the several Bloomfield cases 
are about seventeen per cent, below tbe 
assessment made tty the lo al B tar 1 < f 
Asseetors. If tbls same ba-d* of retluo- 
tlon was applied throughout the entire 
town (and there le no reason why every 
taxpayer Should not ei J <y a share of thg 
Stats Board's leniency toward Mr, Bald¬ 
win *nd Mr. boiler*) the taxable valua¬ 
tions of tbe towu would be reduced by 
l about three quarters of a million dol¬ 
lars, and tbe tax rate Instead of 2.90 
would be 3..10. 

Major Carl Lentz, uu# of the Stele 
Board, made au announcement that bas 
created a stir In East Orange. U- said 
tbst be proposed to make a personal In¬ 
vestigation Into matters of locai taxa¬ 
tion In East Orange. ** Com pi slot « have 
been made that assessments for taxes 
have not beeu justly made In East 
Orange,'' said the u ajor, "end that 
owners of large amounts of |ersonal 
property have escaped taxation. The 
law does not discriminate netwren real 
estate anil personal property, but re¬ 
quires that all property Bhail tie as¬ 
sessed equally,

complainants, has < nly paid "u# dollar 
and that has t>*en lu the bom of poll 
tax.

REPORT OF THE FIRE COMMi' TEE OF 
THE TUWN COUNCIL. 


President William Cardwell of the 
East Orange City OounoH was lo Iowa 
Monday night, sod bearing that tbe 
Town Oounoll was In session Mr. Card- 
well visited the Oounoll chamber to 
watch tbe proceedings. He was dis¬ 
covered by Chairman Peterson sod wan 
Invited to a seat beside the Chairman 
at tbe bead of tbs Council tg^A Ed¬ 
ward Heart, auother well-known B^st 
Orange ctltxeo, was also present Vg|^bs 
Council session. Mr. Heart 
In tbe opening of Ollvg bu 
presence la tbe Cou 
tbe purpose of end 
tbst project. 

Monday night's 
one, sod several publ 
Importance were themes 
and action. Fird^denertoirot matters, 
trolley quMtlona, wiJ supply problem. 
Lsckawsnil^laUrosiNRuprovHmeuta and 
financial affa^^ demanded tbe attention 
of tbe 

Cbairmfe Conlk of the Road Com¬ 
mittee, aftX InveMUatlou of tne nu¬ 
merous bkk\er itBet Improvements 
received at a (mvtoua^^jeetlng, recom¬ 
mended tbe awarding of tbe contract 
for tbs grading sod Improving of Wslnnt 
btreet sxtenslon sod Jerome Place to 
Martin J. Csilsbsn, tbe lowest bidder. 
Tbe oontrsct for tbe grading of Dela¬ 
ware Avenue was swarded to John Do- 
rlstx of Orange. 

The bewer Committee reported lo 
favor of awarding tbe cob tract for tbn 
Charles btreet sewer to Marlin J. Calla¬ 
han, tbs lowest bidder. 

Chairman Petsrson was authorized to 
execute tbe contracts with the parties 
named. 

Chairman Moore of the Sidewalk Com¬ 
mittee reported that that committee bad 
| received tlie certificate of tbe Town 
Engineer that tbe Linden Avenue Im¬ 
provement work was completed. A 
motion to refer tbe matter to the Board 
of Asaeeeors was carrlsd. 

b P. Gilbert of tbe Board was pres¬ 
ent. and called attention to tbe feet 
that before tbe Board acted In tbe mat¬ 
ter notice of tbe completion of tbe work 
and opportunity for a bearing be given 
to Interested property-owners. 

Mr. Moore, as.Cbalrman of the Legal 
Committee, stated that be bad Inter¬ 
viewed tbe Lackawanna Railroad offi¬ 
cials, and that hs bad been shown tbe 
plSne for extensive Improvement* along 
tbe line of the railroad In tbls town, 
which would be carried out providing 
tbe company could receive the co-opera¬ 
tion of the Council. Mr. Moore said 
that an early conference between tbe 
railroad officials sod tbe towo officials 
would be arranged for. 

Tbe bpeclal Committee appointed to 
Investigate the garbage collection quae- 
tlou made a progress report, and Mated 
that sufficient Information had not yet 
been obtained to bold out any recoin 
meudatlon. 

Councilman Walker of the House Com¬ 
mute, In reply to in Inquliy from tbe 

Chairman, said that tbe ordinance ... 

would be ready for distribution at tbe 
next meeting. 

Councilman Harrison of the W*t*Y 
Committee submitted the request of th* 
owners of Beikeley Heights Park proj . 
erty that the town take over tbe t»" 
water hydrants along a street In tli • 
park, and assume the annual charge of 
the water company fot tbe same. The 
hydrants wer.- placed along a strest. lo 
tbe park several years ago. and have 
been maintained at private expense ev-r 
since. The n quest occasioned some 
discussion over certain legal aspects of 
tbe case, toil as it waa shown that tbe 
town bad accepted the sewer system la 
the park and Imposed a fine on a person 
who bad Illegally connected his house 
with the eewer, It was deemed proper 
and safe f<>i the town to accept tbe hy¬ 
drants. 

On, recommendation of the Finance 
Commutes f..wn Treasurer Harry L. 
Osborne was aut hoi tied to pay off two 
of th« sl;>>ri term h mils.

The fire apparatus would be 
locsted sdjsceut to go.>d horses for Its 
trsnspi>itsllou and the firemso would 
bsve comfortable and Convenient bead- 
quarter- Several economies In connec¬ 
tion m h the project were also entitled 
to conebleratInn. The cost of beat, 
light and Janitors would be leduoed and 
tbe building could be u**d aa a polling 
place for the First Ward. 

Councilman Farrand. tbs colleague of 
Mr. Cnangst lo tbe Fire Committee, 
made a speech In favor of the project. 
He described a trip be bad made 
through tbe flr« bouxee In company with 
the Chief Engln e and Mr. I'liangst. 
and be was surprised at the deplorable 
Conditions existing In sevsral of the fire 
bouses Mi Fart and said be would tie 
ashamed to take a visitor to tbe town 
through Borne of the present houses. 
In addition to the dilapidated Condition 
of tbe headquarters of Active Hose 
Company. No. 2, Mr. Farrand found au 
Clemen' of danger tnere In tbe low door¬ 
way under which the driver of the hoes 
wagon had to go lu gettlrg out of tbe 
bouse He wee afraid some one would 
be killed lueie un ese a Change was 
made.
